There  remain  60  earth-closets  in  the  Parishes  of  Hunmariby  and 
Plamborough*  In  1954  there  were  90*  An  all  out  effort  is  to  be  made  to  get  these 
earth-closets  connected  to  v/ater  carriage. 

Septic  Tanks  Servi^  Council  Houses;  There  axe  32  Septic  Tanks  vAiich  are  periodically 
emptied  by  means  of  a Cesspool  En^ptier,  according  to  capacity  and  use. 


11,  FOOD:-  There  has  been  one  case  of  food  poisoning  notified  during  the  year. 

12,  MEAT  INSISCTION : - During  the  year,  meat  inspection  veis  carried  out  by  your  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  The  quality  of  the  meat  is  hi^,  and  the  Slau^terhouses  are  maintained  in 
a good  hygienic  condition, 

13,  COTTECTION  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE;-  There  is  a periodic  collection  of  refuse  in 
Parishes,  involving  26  villages  and  hamlets,  Hunmanby  and  Flamborou^  have  a fortnightly 
collection.  The  collection  has  been  increased  from  13  last  year  to  20  this  year,  but 
efforts  are  still  being  made  to  give  a regular  collection  throughout  the  year. 

The  Council  purchased  a new  12  cubic  yard  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle  in 
November,  1955 • This  was  done  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  se27vice, 

SIIJM  CLEiPi^NCEi-  A Housing  Survey  was  carided  out  in  accordance  with  the  Government 
Slum  Clearance  Programme,  It  is  hoped  that  our  recommendations  will  be  approved  by  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Coveinment.

Annual  Report  - Public  Health  Department  - i955. 

To  the  Chairman  & Members 

of  the  Bridlington  Rural  District  Council, 

Madam  Chairman,  Councillor  Mrs  Wadsworth  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  work 

carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the  year  ended 

3i  st  December,  1955. 

General:  ' The  total  number  of  inspections  carried  out  during  the 

year  for  all  purposes  was  2,500 

1 .Food  & Meat  Inspection: 

Five  private  slaughterhouses  were  licenced  to  slaughter 
animals  for  human  consumption,  two  being  in  Hunmanby  and  one  in 
each  of  the  following  three  parishes.  Burton  Fleming,  Rudston  & 
Skipsea.  During  the  year  all  animals  slaughtered  in  these 
establishments  were  subjected  to  a post-mortem  inspection  and 
effective  steps  were  taken  to  ensure  hygienic  practice. 

Supervision  of  meat  distribution  entailed  inspection  of 
vehicles  used  for  retail  and  wholesale  distribution  of  meat 
throughout  the  district. 

Requests  made  by  retailers  for  inspection  and  subsequent 
condemnation  of  foodstuffs  resulted  in  the  surrender  and  disposal 
of  a quantity  of  tinned  goods  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

N.B.  See  Appendix  ’A’  for  Meat  & Other  Foods  inspected  and  found 
to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

There  are  now  fiftjr-three  pranises  registered  for  the  sale 
and  storage  of  ice  cream,  on  inspection  of  these  premises 
satisfactory  conditions  were  found  with  r e,^d  to  storage  and 
distribution.  ^ 

Vehicles  from  which  ice  cream  was  sold  were  inspected  in 
the  parishes,  and  conditions  on  all  vehicles  inspected  were  found 
to  be  good,  all  relevant  legislation  being  complied  with. 

2. Shops  A-cts: 

Periodic  visits  were  made  to  the  Shops  in  the  district. 

3. Factories  & Workshops; 

There  are  fifty  factories  on  the  Register.  Infringements 
of  the  Acts  and  Regulations  were  dealt  with  in  conjunction  with 
the  Factory  Inspector. 

U. Refuse  Collection; 

The  fortnightly  collection  of  household  refuse  was 
maintained  throughout  the  year  in  the  parishes  of  Hunmanby  and 
Flamborough  together  with  the  R.A.F.  Gamp  Bcmpton. 

Throughout  the  remainder  of  the  district  nineteen 
collections  were  made  over  a period  of  twelve  months,  every  effort 
bei^  made  to  speed  up  the  service. 

The  new  Karrier  Gamecock  Refuse  Gollection  Vehicle  with 
12  cubic  yard  body  capacity  and  seven  man  cab  went  into  operation 
in  November,  1 955,  this  vehicle  replaces  the  Bedford  vehicle  with 
7 cubic  yard  body  capacity. 
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Nine  refuse  tips  were  used  during  the  year^  being  sealed  as  effectively 
as  possible  v/ith  materials  readily  available  on  the  tips.  Rodent  Control  was 
exercised  on  all  tips. 

Weekly  Nightsoil  collection  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  in 
PlaJnborough  and  Hunraa.nby, 

5 • Sewerage  and  _ sev/age  Disj^osal: 

Sewage  works  are  in  operation  in  the  parishes  of  Hunrnanby,  Plamborough, 
Burton  Fleming,  Bempton,  Reighton,  Speeton,  Muston  and  Rxxdston,  all  works  receive 
regular  attention  to  ensure  effective  working  and  a satisfactory  effluent. 

Additional  works  were  in  progress  diiring  1 955  to  extend  the  Hunrnanby 
Sewage  Works  to  cope  with  increased  flow.  Provision  of  Storm  Y/ater  Overflows, 
Storm  Y'ater  Ta.nks  and  Sludge  Beds  are  the  main  features  of  this  work, 

Yfork  vras  carried  out  as  necessary  to  maintain  the  flow  of  sev/age  m if\ 
sewers  and  server  dykes.  Obstructions  and  other  difficulties  were  dealt  with 
promptly. 

The  Cesspool  Emptying  Machine  continued  to  cleanse  septic  tanles  serving 
Council  Houses  Sewage  Y/orks  Settlement  tanks  and  private  work  on  request.  All 
private  work  undertaliien  was  on  a repayment  basis;  forty-one  requests  were  dealt 
with  during  1955. 

The  Cesspool  Emptying  Machine  is  also  responsible  for  maintaining  a 
weekly  collection  of  Nightsoil  from  the  parishes  of  Hunrnanby  and  Plamborough, 

Sixty  households  take  advantage  of  this  service.  Efforts  are  being  made  to 
persuade  owners  of  these  properties  to  convert  to  water  closets  and  connect  to  the 
Council's  sev^rerage  system, 

Ro<3.snt  Control: 

Treatments  were  carried  out  as  a result  of  comulaint  and  insr-ection. 
Refuse  tips,  sewage  vrarks  and  sev/ers  were  given  periodic  treatment, 

Public  Health  Act ; 

Complaints  and  nuisances  v;ere  dealt  with,  notices  being  served  where 

necessary, 

8,  Housing  Acts: 

A survey  was  carried  out  under  the  Housing  Rents  and  Repairs  Act,  195^ 
with  a view  to  a Slum  Clearance  Programme  being  drawn  up. 

Calls  were  made  for  Health  Department  Staff  to  visit  houses  in 
connection  Vvrith  Housing  Repairs . all  notices  served  being  informal. 

9*  Camps.  Tents,  Vans  & Sheds:
